WAVES BRING IN BODIES 


Wind Reached a Velocity of 


Seventy Miles an 


Hour.

Jacksonville, Fla.. Sept. 14.—Begin- 


iHlng Friday morning on the east coast, 
and Saturday morning on the west, 
and lasting 24 hours, south Florida has 
been swept by the strongest hurricane 
eevr known in that part of the state. 
The wires went down at the beginning, 
and railroad service was delayed. On 
that account no details reached here. 
Even now they are incomplete. 
At 


'Miami the wind attained a velocity of 
65 miles an hour. The car shed of 
the East Coast 
railroad 
was lifted 


'from its foundations, clear of the cars 
that were under it, and demolished. 
Several small boats were sunk in the 
bay. 
Passengers on the East Coast 


tram which arrived here report that 
they saw many wrecks along the shore 
from Miami to Hobbs sound. There is 
one four masted and one three masted 
schooner and several smaller vessels. 
Their names are not known. A Stand- 
ard Oil company's steamer, with two 
barges, is on the beach near Boynton. 
The crew of 15 men was saved. Bodies 
of two unknown white men drifted on 
the beach near Boynton. 


Taking a day in crossing the pen- 


insula, the storm struck Tampa, soon 
attaining a velocity of 70 miles an 
hour, and raged all day. The roofs of 
the Almeria and Desoto hotels were 
blown off. Several cigar 
factories 


were badly damaged at Ybor City and 
several buildings were unroofed. In 
Tampa the Hampton block was un- 
roofed and six small dwellings were 
blown down. No loss of life is report- 
ed. The streets are a tangle of wires. 
Street lines made no efforts to run 
cars. The wires leading from Tampa 
In all directions are down and the city 
Is In total darkness. 


The wires west of Madison went 


down at 9 o'clock Sunday night, indi- 
cating that the storm is now raging in 
middle Florida. 


Hurricane In Bahamas. 


Nassau, Bahamas, Sept. 14.—A se- 


vere hurricane has raged here. The 
lowest point reached by the barom- 
eter was 29.20, and the velocity of the 
wind, which came from the northeast, 
was 90 miles. Great damage has been 
done to vegetation and farm products, 
while fruit crops have been ruined. 
Many houses were damaged but no 
loss of life has yet been reported. The 
shipping around this island was badly 
damaged. No news from the other 
Islands has yet been received.

President Marroquin succeed- 
ed later in calming the congressmen. 
R appears that he was able to give 
them satisfactory reasons for Gover- 
nor Obaldia's appointment. 


The Bogota government appears to 


realize the imminent peril of the Isth- 
mus of Panama declaring its indepen- 
dence. 
Senor Deroux, representative 


for a Panama constituency, recently 
delivered a sensational speech in ths 
house. 
Among other things he said: 


"In Panama the bishops, governors, 


magistrates, military chiefs and their 
subordinates have been and are for- 
eign to the department. It seems that 
the government, with surprising ten- 
acity, wishes to exclude the isthmus 
from all participation in public af- 
fairs. 
As regards international dan- 


gers on the isthmus, all I can say is 
that if these dangers exist they are 
due to the conduct of the national 
government, which Is in the direction 
of reaction. 
If the Colombian govern- 


ment will not listen to the indications 
made with a view to preventing disas- 
ter, the responsibility will rest with it 
alone.

Yerkos of Philadelphia, the fatal in- 
jury of Apprentice Solfert and 
the 


serious injury of third-class Master- 
at-Arms Caster and Apprentice Sim- 
vey, in addition to the burning of tho 
cruiser's forward awnings and awning 
supports. The explosion resulted in- 
directly from Uie smuggling of alcohol 
Into the navy yard by members of the 
cruiser's crew. 


The statement of Lieutenant Com- 


mander Van Dosor says: "The entiro 
crew of the Olympia wore returning 
aboard after 48 hours' shore liberty, 
when a five-gallon water-beaker full 
of alcohol was discovered In the for- 
ward turret. The executive officer at 
once ordered a thorough search of the 
ship and the yard in her vicinity to 
find any other spirits that might have 
been smuggled. As the cruiser is in 
drydock all her small boats are lined 
in rows along the wharf near the dry- 
dock.
